EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

IN THE SPECIFICATION 
Please amend the abstract as follows to meet the 150 word maximum limit: 

An implantable device including a housing having a stud projecting 
percutaneously through an incision in the patient's skin. The stud defines a peripheral 
surface extending longitudinally inwardly from the stud outer end. The longitudinal 
peripheral surface is used as a substrate to carry a peripheral fibrous layer which 
extends longitudinally along the stud from its outer end adjacent to the skin incision to 
below the patient's epidermal and dermal skin layers for promoting laterally directed soft 
tissue ingrowth. The housing also defines a lateral shoulder surface oriented 
substantially perpendicular to the longitudinal peripheral surface. Th e shou l d e r surfac e , 
wh e n i mp l ant e d, i s l ocat e d just i nward l y from th e pat ie nt's out e r sk i n surfac e . The 
shoulder surface also carries a porous layer conducive to promoting tissue ingrowth. 
Th e prov i s i on of both l at e ra l and l ong i tudinal The porous layers on the device allows

tissue ingrowth , i . e ., t i ssu e growth into the interstices of both porous layers to form an 
enhanced infection resistant barrier while also providing improved device anchoring. 

IN THE CLAIMS 

Please amend the claims as follows: 

10. (Currently Amended) The medical device .of claim 4- 22 wherein said stud caries a 
sound generator and is configured to percutaneously project into a patient's ear canal. 

1 1 . (Currently Amended) The medical device of claim 4 22 wherein said stud 
comprises a portion of an implanted catheter providing access to an interior body site. 

12. (Currently Amended) The medical device of claim 4 22 wherein said stud includes 
a sensor coupled to an interior body site. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3-8, 10-12 and 18-23 are allowed over the prior art of record as amended 
in the 5/29/2009 reply and in this office action. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims in 
this application have been allowed because the prior art of record fails to disclose either 
singly or in combination the claimed device and method of an implantable device with 
longitudinal and lateral surfaces that are used to promote tissue ingrowth and create an 
infection resistant barrier. 

The closest prior art of record is Beoni (USPN5,814,104) and Scarborough et al. 
(USPN5,895,426), however these references do not disclose the device as claimed or 
described above. 
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Regarding claims 22 and 23, the closest prior art of record fails to teach among 
all the limitations or render obvious the specifics of the porous layers carried on the 
housing body of the implant device.
